With the passing of Edgar S. Bronson of El Reno the 
press of Oklahoma loses its foremost member. 
For 17 years 
Bronson had labored as secretary to develop a strong and 
creditable organization and when he laid down his burden 
of life it was with the consciousness that his work was well 
done. Few men could or would have taken the time from their 
private business to devote to the affairs of the association that 
# he did. 
It was his pride and he nurtured it as if it had been 
his child. 
Only those who served with him in an official 
capacity have any conception of the extent and effectiveness 
of his work. 
Not only did the association grow in strength under his 
masterly hand, but the improved tone of the press of Okla­ 
homa in recent years was, at least partly, due to his influence. 
He stood for clean journalism and his influence was at all 
times exerted in favor of a higher standard. 
He was a type 
of the Southern gentleman who in all times and places is the 
admiration of people of refinement. 
The life of E. S. Bronson is another striking proof that 
it is not the size of the town in which he lives nor the extent 
of his opportunities to appear in the spotlight that gains 
recognition. 
He was not a man to court publicity but his 
quiet, effective work made his name a household word in 
Oklahoma and made him almost equally as well known in 
the circles of journalism in the entire nation.
